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1. The Polish Unite? Vorkerst Party (Polake Zjednoeczona Partja Robotnieza ~ PZPR), 
or the Polish Communist Party, is so orvanized that the actual menbers of the 
yarty have little or no opportunity to influence the line of action or policy 
to be taken, All tactics and decisions are handed dow fron the top and cuto~ 
matically apreed to. In the case of te Polish Communist Party, the Central 
Committee holds only a small anount of the authority canerally delerated to 
this body. 


2. In addition to the Central Committee other principal subdivisions of the Party 
-4n Poland are as follows: 


a. The Polittureau, uhich is commosed of the following morbers: Poleslaw 
Bierut, Jakub Berman, Jozef Cyrankiewlez, Francisack Jozwiak, Hilary 'finc, 
Stanislaw Radkiveiez, ddam Rapacki, Marian Spychalsti, Henryk Swiatkowskt, 
Roman ZambrowslcL, and Aleksander Zawadzki. 


b, The Secretaries of the Cent al Committes ara: Jozef Cyrankievwies, Roman

3. The Party subdivisions named above represent the official hierarchy. It is a 
common mistake to attach too much importanes to these various Tarty orcvanss it 
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should at all tires te remonbered that the importance of any subdivision or 
individual in the case of Poland is wholly dependent upon the attitude and - 
support from Moscow. I% may also be pointed out that what nay be a responsible 
important position within the organization of the Russian Communist Party may 
not be of any sipnificance at al] in the Polish Communist Farty, in spite of 
the fact thet it is an identical organ or position. 


Bahind the official facade of the Polish Communist Party there is much discord, 
enimosity, jealousy, and struggie for imaginary power and position amore the 
members of the Politbureau and other lesser officials of the hierarchy. It is 
also a ereat mistake to presume that any one of the Politburean members enjoys 
the boundless confidence of Stalin or even has a direct channel of communication 
to him. The individuals of the Folitbureau of the Polish Comminist Party are 
being used by the Kremlin in the way which bast svita the purposes of the Soviet 
Union.

only fragmentary information is available concerning 
the apparatus that is organized for the purpose of soverning the satellite 
countries. Ons of the more plausible and frequently reported arrangenemts 41s 
the existance of National Departments for each of the satellite countries 
within the Foreipn Section of the Russian Communist Party, and that it is from 
these departments that the satellite povernnents receive their immediate dirsc- 
tion. In the case of Poland it is reliably stated that such a Polish department 
does exist. 


This beine the cage, the authority of the Politbureau of the Polish Commnist 
Party is third in line; first, tho Politbureau of the Russian Communist Party 

on mattera concerning top policy; second, the Polish Department of the foreign 
Section of the Russian Comunist Party, and finally, the Polithoreav of the Polish 
Communist Party. From the nature of the above arrangement it is quite clear that 


tho members of the Polish Polithbureau are not informed of all ponding actions nor 


are their desires and suggestions honored in the formulation of plang or decisions, 
The orrans of the Polish Comrmnist Party should not in any way be considered 
capable of formating an independent program or policy. They are actually only 
organs for the execution of the orders received from Moscow. 


Of the personalities concerned, Berman is the individual enjoying the rroateat 
confidence of the Soviet leaders, and he is considered one of the most important 
fisures in Poland's government today. Another individual tnow for his obedience 
to the Soviet Union is Bierut. In many circles he is know as. "Moscow's meraphone" 
in Poland. Other individual Communists who have been educated in the Soviet Union 
are Zambrowsi and Zavedzki. 95x1X 


Zanbrowski is the individual who has beer selected 
to carry out the long ranee program for the sovietization of the Polish atate. The 
former Socialists who were taken into the Politiarean for appearances only and who 
are. now without importance are Cyraniclewies and Papacki. 


The group of native Polish Communists ineludes Jozwiak, Minc, Radkiewlen, Spy- 
chalski, and Swiatkowski. The status of thase individuals is unclear, but it 
is believed, with perhaps the exeeption of Radkiewiez, that they are not con- 
sidered worthy of responsibility for the future Commmnist—Soviet cooperction in 
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Mine's position wae considerably weakened the spring of 1949. [EE 
it is learned that his weakened position was due to the folloving 
reasons: 


a. Personal intrigues developed arainst him by a mumber of his ecolleapues. 


b. Wis moderation concerning the economic matters in Poland; specifically, the 
protection and retention of specialists in their rositions, and his aversion 
and opposition to rapid socialization of the industry and total rapid collee~- 
tivigation of Polish epriculiure. 


¢. The fact that he. is of Jewish origin. 
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Subsequent developments, believed to be a result of his visit te Moscow in 
May 1949 have shown that Mine has survived that phase of econonie disgrace 
and retained his position. This does not indicate that Mine is in personal 
favor with anyone in the Xremlin, tut rather tht there has been a change 
im the plans and that these plans happen to correspond to the theory ani 

plan outlined by Minc, meaning in effect a slowlne down of the socialjza- 
tion and collectivisation prorrams in Poland. 


The election of Cyraniiewies as one of the sccretaries of the Central Com- 
mittes does not mean that he is considered of any importance. In reality, 
the General Secretary of the Party is Bierut, but for reasons unknown this 
fact is not officially reported; officially the others are listed and con- 
duct the duties of tho eee rueey: 12 office, but they are presided over by 
Bierut. : 


Tho problem of Gomilla is considered worthy of special attention. As vack= 
pround information 1t ia necessary to recall that at the Party congress of 
August 1948, Gormulka was known as a promoter of Marshal Tite. During the fol- 
Zowing three days he refused to deny his statements, but subsequently, »ecause 
of heavy pressure, he was forced to do so umler tho threat of severe penalties. 
At a Party concress in December he spoke apainst the Soviet conception of 
absolute rule by the Russian Communist Party. Gomulka's views are interpreted 
to mean that each Party, in relation to all other Commnist Parties, should be 


_ independent and have the rirht to decide its own program of action and the best 


nethods of activation of any provram in its owm country. This orinion was ; 
severely condemned by Bierut, but for a long time strangely supported by Kliazk» 
and Lopa-Sowinski. As the attitude of the Kremlin became evident, these indi- 
viduals soon joined in the-condennation of Gomuika, Gomulka refused to withdraw 
his ataterents but agreed that in the future he would adhere to the decision of — 
the majority of the Party Sonpress. In spite of this episode, peculiarly enourh, 
Gomlka vas elected to the Contral Committee. later, however, he was dismissed 
from this position anil demoted to a secondary position in the General Control 
Office. Before the trial of Rajk, Gomulke was allowed to make a statemant to 
the press disclaining any sympathy or admiration for Tito. Recently he was 
pointed out by the press as one of the personalities who had returned medals 
previously received from the Yugoslavian Government. There is no indication 
that be has been arrested, although it is reliably known that Spychalski has 
been arrested, It is obvious that there have been strong tendencies to protect 
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In tho Polish Politbureau the cage of Gormlka was under consideration for a long 
time, with no decision being reached. The continuing systematic purce of indi- 
viduals has continued, ‘ut in each instanee the direct implication of Gomilka 
has been avoided. 


The native Communists of tho satellite countries, except those educated in the 
Soviet Union, penerally consider the development in their ow country superior 


‘to that of the Soviet Union. There is, therefore, a prevalent feeline also that 


the Soviet Union should respect the decisions and opinions of the local Communist 
GSevernment. The lecal leaders consider thenselvea more competent to adninister 
the affairs of their country than the inported leaders desivnated by the Soviet 
Union. 


Gommlka is considered one of the nost intelligent of tho Polish Commmists, and 

4% is wll mow that he considers installation of collectivization on the Sovict 
patten as economic and political nonsense. Gomulka doss not entirely oppose the 
collestivization plan but claims that this plan must bo implemented in accordance 
with the plannine and decisions of the lecal Polittmrean. In 911 caseg he has 
opposed rapid collectivization which, in hia opinion will lead to unnccessary 
ruthlessness, to vhich the peasants would be most averse and will destrey the Polish 
agricultural economy, 


In the summer of 1948 orders were issued by Moscow to enfore the collectivization 
program throuchout the satellite countries, This caused friction within the 
inner circle of Polish Comyunists, At this time Gomka defied the authority of 
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Moscow to dictate such conditions or orders to Poland. There also arose the 
question of Tito, and Gommika was oppesed to any condemnation of him in the 

name of the Polish Party. At this time it was understood that a great many 

of the party members shared Gomulka's views but were afraid to express their 
opinions, Gomulka was severely attacked by Bierut, who at all times is op~ 

posed to the questioning of any directives received from Moscow, During the 
conzress of August 1948, Gomilka refused to retract his statements for three 
days, but was finally forced into submission. 


One of the fundamental differences betyeon the Polish Communist Party and the 
Russian Corrmnist Party is the feeling of Russian superiority which, through 
4te leaders, the Pussian CP wishes to exert over Poland and other satellite 

Communist parties. It 4s the contention of Gomlka and an unidentified num- 


ber of Polish Communist Central Committee menbers that there shovld be equality 


between all Communist Parties; that it is contrary to the Comrunist principle 
that the Russian CP sheuld dictate the program, terms, planning, ete. of the 
other parties. In this struggle Gomulka is quoted as saying that he will bow 
to the will of the majority of the Central Committee of the Polish CP, but not 
to dictates handed dow by the Russian Communist Party, as this is contrary to 
the national integrity and vellfare of Poland. 


Gomlka's election to the Central Committee is an indication thet his views are 
supported by many. Later, however, ho was forced to leave this position; he 

was not arrested but instead removed to a position in the General Control office. 
Gomilka's resistance has borne some fruit, as the rapid collectivization origi-~ 
nally intended for Poland has been slowd down and the entire collectivization 
plan is noy in danger of losing cround. At the present time this program is 

at a standstill. 


It is considered a moot question whether or not Gormlka will be allowed to re- 
turn to the fold. There are indications that this 1s not an impossibility as 
Gomulka was not touched during the Rajk trial; he was allowd to publish a 
letter in which he disclaired his previous statements in favor of Tito and, as 
previously mentioned, he was named as one of the persons who returned a medal 
previously received from the Yugeslav Gorernments all attacks against him have 
been very diffuse and weak, On the other hand, 1t is difficult te envision Mos- 
cow's plans for him in view of his strong nationalistic views and his open re- 
fusal to be subordinated to the Russian Comrunist Party. The most logical ex~- 
planation is that the Russians realize the strength of Gomuika's silent followers 
and therefore dare not risk making him a martyr and this further consolidete na- 
tionalist opposition. 


Another question of concern at the present time is the position of the sconomist 
Minc, Ho is considered a practical economist who does not wish to have his pro~ 
gram subordinated to political maneuverg. As an economist, line would not object 
to Poland's participation in the Marshall Plan tut naturally uniersteod that this 
wuld not be alloyed by the Soviet Union. As ronmuneration for Poland's abstinence | 
from the Marshall Plan, Stalin is quoted as having pronised to deliver to Poland, 
on a credit basis, the Gigant steel works, with a production capacity of one and 
a half million tons a year, several complete chemical works, etc. Mowever, when 
it came time to effect this transfer after considerate precrastination, numerous 
Russian specialists and stratevista came forward with the objection that it would 
be unwise for the Soviet Union to deliver such valuable industries to auch a vil- 
nerable forvard point as Poland. To date no further attention has been piven this 
proposal, ner is any expected. 


Mine is a firm believer that cautious action must be instituted in order to pre~ 
serve the remaining Polish agriculture. Ne 1s not basically opposed to the idea 
of collectivization but is of the opinion that it mst be a gradual process geared 
to the economic and productive revival of the occupation. He contends that rapid 


 collectivization at this time will ruin Polich agriculture and that at all costs 


this must be pravented. He is likewlse opposed to the rapid socialisation of all 
Polish industry and retail trade, fearing ruination will resuit if the program is 
not conducted at a reagonable pace. 
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The position of ifine is considered precarious, as it would only requirs a direct 
order from Noscow to demand the enforcement of rapid collectivization and sociali- 
zation, and thus foree Mine from his nosition, place him on the side of the oppo- 
sition to the Soviet Union, and cause the end of his career. Another factor 
which may influence his early retirement 1s his i11 health, It is entirely pos- — 
sible that the Bugsians are counting on this natural cause to remove him from 
their path. 


In conclusion it is fully realized that developments may progress in an entirely 


different pattern as a result of the appointrent of Marshal Rokosovslct, 
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
